the contrary, it ſuggeſts a good reaſon to 
thoſe who know the fact, why it does 


not now bear an equal eſtimation (as it 


formerly did) with the Spaniſh wool, for 


in proportion to its increaſe in length 


and coarſeneſs, it differs from the quality

Ir muſt be left to a perſon of Sir 


John' s ſuperior abilities, to reconcile this 


with what he allows, nay, advances in the 


ſame page, where he aſſerts, that the 
Spaniards have improved their wool by 
growing it finer; whereas he had imme- 


diately before taken it for granted (as he 


does too many of his poſitive aſſertions)

that they have not been able to convince 


the manufacturers of any one country, 
that it is in reality an improvement. 80 
far is this from being the caſe, that 1 
have the authority of the moſt ſenſible 
and experienced merchants, of the great- 
eſt manufacturing county in the king 
dom, to ſay, that there is not at this time 

a market upon earth, where, what Sir 
John calls the improved. wool of Lin- 


colnſhire, is A defirable, or is deemed a 


uſeful commodity; and that this is not 


ſo much to be accounted for, by any al- 
teration made, either in the home con- 


ſumption, or in the foreign demands for 
thoſe goods which are made of ſtrong 


wool, as to the great increaſe which has 
been made to the coarſeneſs of it within 


theſe V years.

in many places 50, and in very few 
places leſs than 30 per cent.” He would 
have evinced the impartiality of his in- 
quiries into this important affair much 
more, if he had added, that in ſome 
places it is not ſunk at all, and in others 
greatly advanced. I muſt in this place 
take the liberty to remind Sir John Dal- 
rymple, for he cannot be ſuppoſed igno- 
rant of it, that it is not owing to any 
particular ſituation, that the ſinking in 
the price of wool, is in ſome places 50, 
while in others it is only 30 per cent. nay, 
while in others it is greatly advanced, and 
in ſome more than doubled: but that 
this is in the proportion, which its qua- 
lity now bears to that of ancient times, 
when the wool of England was in as 
great eſtimation at European markets, 
as the wool of Spain,

In the next 
page he ſays, A tax upon the exporta- 
tion of Engliſh wool, will, in one reſpect, 
operate exactly in the ſame manner, that 

a tax upon the exportation of wool from 
Spain, has operated; for, in order to eſ- 
cape the weight of the tax, the merchants

It HAVE ſaid, and it is an inccantefted 
fact, that the fineſt wool in this king- 
dom, bears at this time the greateſt price, 
and that the price is in proportion to its 
fineneſs; which naturally leads us to try by 
Sir John's criterion propoſition rv, p. 3, 
whether it is not, likewiſe, the ſcarceſt. 
He there fa ys, * When there is a redun- 
dancy, the price will be low; when there 
is not, it will be high.“ By the kind aſ-
